Another recommendation 
would require all counties to 
use the accelerated billing 
method of property tax* 
collection to help stabilize 
cash flow for districts.

.-To- increase equity in 
properly assessment, the 
'recommendations call for 
assessment to be centralized 
at the county level and stan- 
dardized according to state 
guidelines. State officials' 
enforcement powers also 
would be increased to ensure 
that the guidelines are 
followed.- 

Also among recom- 
mendations to generate 
revenue for schools is a 
proposal to allow Chicago to 
tax for transportation and 
downs tale districts to tax for 
textbooks. Chicago currently 
can tax for textbooks and 
downstate districts' for tran- 
sportation but neither can 
tax for both.
